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PHASED PERMIT FEES 

 
Building permits may be obtained as partial or phased permits under the following conditions: 
1. Accepted phases 
 a. Phase 1 - site preparation / underground utilities 
 b. Phase 2 - foundation 
 c. Phase 3 - building “shell” 
 d. Phase 4 - completion 
 Note: in each phase listed above there must be sufficient information provided in order to allow a complete review of the plans 
 
2. Plans shall be prepared by a licensed Oregon Architect or Engineer 
 
3. Building, Mechanical, Plumbing and Fire/Life Safety plan review fees for the first phase of any project will be calculated with the standard formula. 

The above plan review fees for subsequent phases will be 40% more than the standard plan review fee percentage. The total project dollar amount of 
increase from a standard plan review fee to a phased plan review fee, for each code review, will be capped as follows. The total phased project 
increase cap for each code plan review will be based on the phased plan review fee percentage multiplied by $6,231. 

 
4.     Deferral of any submittal items shall have prior approval of the building official.  The licensed Oregon Architect or Engineer of record shall list the 

deferred submittals on the plans and shall review the deferred submittal documents for compatibility with the design of the building prior to submittal 
to the building official for review. 

 
5.     The City of Newberg will accept plans submitted in the sequence listed above in conjunction with phased development.  The fees associated with this 

type of plan review will be assessed as outlined above.
